and will be introduced Into the legis- 
lature at the coming session. 


In brief it provides for the protee-j 


tion of quail, prairie chicken and wild i 
turkey except between November 10 ( 
"and December 15. It protects ruffed j 
grouse, 
woodcock, 
squirrel, rabbit, j 


.dove and kildeer or plover, except 
from September 1 to December 15, 
inclusive; and it is sought to make it 
unlawful to kill snipe except 1'rom 


; March 15 to April 20 inclusive. 


No person shall kill more than 15 1 


quail, five ruffed grouse or 10 rabbits 
a day, and quail shall only be killed 
on the wing. No ducks are to be shot 
on Sunday or Monday or before 5 a. m. 
or after 6 p. m. Nothing but a shoul- 
der gun is to be used. No limit is 
placed on ducks and only tenants or 
owners can shoot rabbits that are 3e- 
stroying shrubbery.
